19 And what are they if you know?

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And then Michelle Cobb Is teaching AP 

painting, drawing. 

Q Thank you. Now, do you know who's in charge 
of the yearbook at the school this year? 

A Michelle Cobb and David is also to the 
technology office.

BYMR.RACIN: 

Q Have you been in charge of the yearbook 
before? 

A Yes. 

Q Do you recall when? 

A From 1979 until 1990-what, whenever Sharon 
took over. Vm not sore what year it was, maybe '98. 
Vm not sure of the date. 

Q Now, when you were in charge of the 
yearbook, were you compensated an amount in addition 
to your regular salary for that work? 

A I was IB the later years, not in the early 
years. 

Q Beginning about when were you compensated an 
additional amount?

15 Q Does it any longer? 

16 A No. 

17 Q When did that end — 

1 8 A Sharon was the last one to produce the 

19 magazine. 

20 Q So that ended with Mrs. Killian's departure? 

21 A Yes. 

22 Q Do you have children, ma'am? 
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A I do. 

Q How many? 

A Two. 

Q And have your children attended GDS? 

A They do. 
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Q They do at present? 

A Yes. 

Q Now, as a faculty member, are you entitlejd 
to a break in tuition by virtue of your faculty 
status? 

A Yes. 

Q And have you obtained a break in tuition 
every year that your children have been students 
GDS? 

Q Who is Deborah Haynes? 

A She used to be our department head. 

Q Are you related in any way to Deborah 
Haynes? 

A Not to Debbie by blood, no. 

Q Did you have a relationship of any kind? 
understand it may be fairly complicated. 
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A My sister was niarrled to Debbie's hysband 
Fm sorry, I take that back. My sister was married 
Debbie^s hosbajid's brother, 

Q And is that a current relationship? 

A No, they are divorced. 

Q Did you regard Debbie Haynes as your 
sister-in-law? 

A No — distant family, not sister-in-law 
reallv. 

Q Did you ever introduce her at GDS as your 
sister-in-law? 

A I don't remember, no. 

Q How would you describe your relationship 
with Debbie Haynes? 

A We were close friends. 

Q Were close friends? 

A I don*t see mneh of her anymore. She moved 

Q When did Ms. Haynes move? 

A Maybe three years ago, I don't know the 
dates. 

Q Do you know where she moved? 

A Yes. 
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Haynes' tenure as chair? 

A No. 

Q Deborah Haynes continued as a member of the 
department for a time after Nick Ryan's ajxival; is 
that right? 

A Yes. 

And for how long a period was that? 

A One academic year, 

Now, during that period, do you recall ever 
spending time socially with Nick Ryan and Deborah 
Haynes away from GDS? 

A No. 

Q Do you recall introducing Ms. Haynes as your 
sister-in-law at any time during that period? 

MR. WILLIAMSON: Objection, asked and 
answered. 

BY MR. RACIN: 

Q You may answer. 

A I don't remember saying It. 

Q Do you believe that Mr. Ryan knew you all 
were friends? 

A Yes. 
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Q Where did she move? 
A Eastern Shore. 

Q Now, Ms. Haynes was Nick Ryan's immediate 
predecessor as department chair; is that right? 
A Yes. 
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Q Do you know about when she stepped down froni 6 
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that position? 

A Vm thinking has Nick been there five vears. 
It would have been four years ago. It's the vear 
after Nick joined tis. 

Q When Nick jomed the department, he joined 
as chair; is that right? 

A Yes. 

Q Did Haynes stepping down as chair coincide 
with Nick Ryan's arrival? 

A I beMeve so. 

Q Now, did you believe that Sharon Killian was 
m any way responsible for the end of Debbie Haynes^ 
tenure as chair of the art department at GDS? 

A No. 

Q Have you heard it said by anyone at GDS that 
Sharon Killian was responsible for the end of Debbie 
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Q Now, Deborah Haynes left GDS after that on 
academic year Nick Ryan served as chair; is that 
right? 

A Yes. 

Q Now, did you in any way attribute Deborah 
Haynes^ departure from GDS to Sharon Killian? 

A No. 

Q Did you ever hear it said that Sharon 
Killian was in way responsible for Deborah Haynes' 
departure? 

MR. WILLIAMSON: Objection, asked and 
answered. 

A No. 
BY MR. RACIN: 

Q I believe the first question referred to the 
end of the chairpersonship. This related to her 
departure from GDS. 

MR. WILLIAMSON: I see. 
A No. 

BY MR. RACIN: 

Q Same answer. Thank you. 

Now^, following Deborah Haynes' departure

that is ^^^ period that she was department chair, do 
vou recall becomins aware of any complaints of 

Ms. Haynes had about Mrs. Killian?

Q Did you have any complaints about

1 9 Q Right. So you expressed no unhappiness \o 

20 Mrs. Killian?

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1 A I don't remember being upset &nd saying

3 was not a big de&l In my eyes. 

4 Q Thank you. Directing your attention to the 

5 2003, '04 academic year also some time ago and ask if 

6 you recall being involved in an effort to change the 

7 name of a course from Technology and the Studio Arts 

8 to Graphic Design? 

9 A Yes. 

10 Q Let's mark this as Tolliver 1. 

1 ] (Tolliver Exhibit Number 1 was marked 

12 for identification and was attached to the 

13 transcript.) 

14 BYMR-RACIN: 

15 Q Ask you to review the document which bears 

16 the Bates stamp on the bottom right, 2854. It's 

1 7 headed with the words. Advanced Technology for the 

1 8 Studio Arts; is that right? 

19 A Uh-htih. 

20 Q Do you recognize this document? 

21 A I don*t remember It. I probably saw It, but 

22 I doH^t remember it. 
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26 
Q Did you have reason to believe this is the 

course involved in the name change I asked about? 

A Yes. 

Q Now, what do you know about how this process 
of changing the name of the course came about? 

A At the begirniing of the year, we eeed to 
submit goals to our department heads. And one of the 
concerns I had for the Advanced Technology for the 
Arts Class I w^as teaching was that there were not a 
lot of girls In the class. 

There had eot been for a number of vears. 
It was almost all boys. I think I taught maybe two 
girls, three girls over three or four years. 

So I was trying to figure out a way of 
getting more students equally distributed in there, 
^o one of my goals at the begiiinliig of the year lit 
s^eptember was to figure oof a wav of changins the 
gender balance m the class. 

And so towards the end of the year when we 
Were talking about when we had to do our submlssloiss 
for our course descriptions, I thought since graphic 
design was one of the main elements of the class5 It 
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was In the course description, that would be a good 
name. 

Nick and I talked about It during a 
department meeting Fm sure. And It was done. I 
mean, we had to get It in within a certain amount of 
time. We h^d to get the descriptions in, so we did. 

Q Do you recall that Mrs. Killian was involved 
in any discussion concerning the name change? 

A Well, it w^as during department meeting time. 
She should have been there. I don't know If she w^as 
or not. She sometimes didn't come to the meetings. 
But we tried to have meetings every week so we coel* 
deal with things like this, 

Q Did you ever become aware that she objected 
to the name change? 

A After the fact, yes. 

Q How did you become aw^are of that? 

A She said that she was not happy with it. 

Q Did she say that to you? 

A I think she said It at a department meeting 
I believe it was. 

Q And do you recall about when that meeting 
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1 took place? 

2 A It was after — I believe it was after the 

3 book came out with the course descriptions nnd the 

4 name change I believe. 

5 Q Now, in order to change the name of courses 

6 at the school, do you have to involve the 

7 administration in any way? 

8 A Vm. not sure how^ that was done. I talked to 

9 Nick about it, and Nick dealt with if. 

1 Q Okay. But do you know in the normal course 

1 1 w^hether such a request goes from the departmental 

12 l&v€i to an administrative? 

13 A I don't know^ In the past it wasn^t 

14 necessary. But it may have beee — I don't know If it 

15 IS now. Things have changed over the past five years 

16 Q Had you known of any other change in course 

1 7 titles since you had been there? 

1 8 A Yes. 

19 Q And you say it happened frequently? 

20 Routinely? 

21 A Like the Intro to Photography was changed t\ 

22 Fine Arts Photography, and It wasn^t any — I mean. 
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jest siiljtle little efianges to lielp describe If better, 

And about when did that happen? Do yoii 
recall when the introduction to Photography? 

A I don't reiiieEiber. I niean^ I was fhere for 
27 yezrs. It was some time ago. 

I understand- If s been a long time. 
Now. in ihat same academic year, did you 
e\'er become aware that Sharon Killian objected to a 
comment by Nick Ryan that she found offensive? 
A No.

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emerged that you found significant?

Q And was that an issue on your part? 
A Not - no. 

Q Then the issue was on Mrs. Killian's pan; 
you feh? 

A Yeali^ | feM tliat slie didn't - yeali. 

Q And how was that expressed? 

A She got upset because wliee ^ like when I 
opened up the supplies md accidentally took seme of 
her paper and stored If away becaese I was opeiiieg a 
lots of boxes. She became upset. She tlioiiglit I 
appareethv voii know - she became, yoii know »~ and I 
thought It was an honest mistake, so -~ 
Q And when did that happen? 

A I think It was that year. I caii^t remember 
the exact dates. 

Q And what did she do, if anything, did she do 
at that time?
